The reply filed on April 28, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The response to the election of species requirement is incomplete. Applicants have made an election with respect to Ari and 
Ar 2 , but have not stated whether they elect the diketopyrrolopyrrole of formula I or the diketopyrrolopyrrole of formula EI, have not 
made an election with respect to Ri, R 2 , R 3 /R4/Ar 3 /m (if appropriate based on the election with respect to Ri and R 2 ) and Z (if formula 
III is elected), and have not identified an ultimate species. The examiner apologizes if the specific elections needed for a complete 
response to the election of species requirement were not clear in Paper No. 9. In order for the response to be complete, applicants 
must elect either the diketopyrrolopyrrole of formula I or the diketopyrrolopyrrole of formula II, must elect one of (g)-(k) as set forth 
in Paper No. 9 for R l3 must elect one of (g)-(k) as set forth in Paper No. 9 for R 2) must make a fiirther election with respect to R 3) R4, 
Ar 3 and m from the possibilities set forth in Paper No. 9 if (k) is elected for one or both of Ri and R 2 , and must elect one of (l)-(o) as 
set forth in Paper No. 9 for Z if the diketopyrrolopyrrole of formula III is elected. Applicants must also identify an ultimate species 
that will be used as the starting point for further search and examination of the claims.
